| would be hardly polite to say that every one ef 
the scores and hundreds who during that half- 
century were admitted to the fellowship and 
communion of that Church lied. They did not. 
They were honest and sincere ; and, having been 
taught from childhood tbat the chief 
end of man was to glorify God, they 
naturally accepted the proposition that, 
if they could accomplish this great ob- 
ject by submitting to everlasting torture, 
they should cheerfully do so. And so they ssid 
yes without comprehending the full import of 
the fearful answer. And we venture the opinion 
that no Puritan mother, who ever saw a loved 
child pass away, ieved the doctrine of infant 
damnation. Tune true maternal instinct will out- 
weigh all the creeds that have ever been formu- 
lated, and yet it istrue that thesins of the 
fathers are visited upon the children to the third 
and fourth generation not only, but much longer.

DR. CUSHMAN’S LETTER. 
DR. DE KOVEN’S DOCTRINAL POSITION, 
To the Editor ef The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaao, March 6.—The learned President of 
the Standing Committee has written a letter to 
the Bishop and Standing Committee of the 
Church, in which be attempts to instruct them 
in regard to the doctrinal position of our Bishop- 
elect, which I think he will see—with 2 little 
reflection—was not necessary. Though Presi- 
dent of the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
of Ulinois, which Dr. Locke says is not much of 
a Diocese after all, tLere are some things which 
the Doctor does not seem to comprehend, and 
which, in his search after truth, I think would 
be well to lay before him and before the public 
which he has attempted to instruct. 

Now, I suppose it 1s a fact which no iptelligent 
churchman will deny, that there is such a thing 
as what is called the Ritualistio or Advanced 
Catholic party in the Church of England and in 
the American Church, though principally con- 
fined to our Eastern cities—a party which is thor- 
oughly organized, and which has long been held 
as dangerous to the peace and prosperity of the 
Church. This party holds and propagates the 
Romish doctrine referred to in Dr, Cushman’s 
letter. It repudiates everything distinctively 
Protestant, even the very name, and it accepts 
the doctrines of the Romish Church with a few 
modifications. the supremacy of the Pope, - and 
some of the grosser errors of Rome. It is in- 
tensely partisan, even Jesuitical in many of its 
features, it is determined in its efforts, and of- 
ten unscrupulous in many of ite acts; it seeks 
position and power in the Church, and it propa- 
gates its doctrines,—sometimes openly, but gen- 
erally covertiy,—and while denying to the world 
its principles or even its existence. The 
party in England has flooded this country with 
its Lomiah literature through Pott, Young & 
Co., in New York, and Mitchell & Hathaway in 
the Northwest, where especiaily books of de- 
votion may be found in which all the Romish 
doctrines referred to inthe Doctor's letter are 
plainly taught. 

This party having long been regarded as dan- 
gerous to the Church, the General Conventions 
of 1871 and 1874 occupied most of their time in 
legislating against it, and in allaying the fears of 
the Church, in regardto its growth in the Ameri- 
can Church. The party bas it leaders, in En- 

land, in such men as Pusey, Bennett, and 

ackonacie ; and, in this country, in such men 
as Ewer, Grafton, and De Koven,—leaders who 
are widely known as such, who are claimed as 
such by the party, and who have never denied it, 
but rather encouraged the idea that they are the 
leading men of the movement. And it is a fact 
that none of these leaders have been more 
prominent as such than our Bishop-elect. He 
first came into notoriety in the General Conven- 
tion of 1871, when he startled the whole Church. 
and there he said as much as to say that he 
intended to startle the Church by declaring 
his belief in a doctrine—in regard to the Eucha- 
rist—which this party hold andteach. He again 
made bimself notorious in the Convention of 
1874, in which he attempted to explain bis po- 
sition in the Convention of 1871, and in which, 
so far from retracting his views whoch he then 
held, he only confirmed them. So that the Rit- 
ualistic organs of this party in England com- 
mented on his 8 has the best exposition of 
the distinctive doctrine of the party which had 
ever occ 

As the great apostle of this party in the Amer- 
ican Church, Dr. De Koven has been a candi- 
date for the office of a Bishop in the Church six 
times, because he represents the party. He has 
been defeated because of this fact five times, and 
that through the votes of High Churchmen, He 
has been defeated all these times for no other 
reason than the simple fact that he represented 
this party, and that he was pushed by the most 
prominent Ritualists in the country.

(4) It would provide a simple and 
peaceable mode pf getting rid of unacceptable 
elders. (5) It would havea tendency to make 
elders more diligent and faithful in the discharge 
of their duties. (6) The cheice of administra- 
tave method thus provided would be best adapted 


.for the peculiar circumstances of the Church in 


this country. 

Upon each pf these points Dr. Musgave 
makes some suggestive and convincing remarks. 
In regard to the third, he shows that the life- 
tenure of office may defeat that representative 
cheracter of chareh government which is the 
essential spirit of their polity. Eiders elected 
by the fathers and grandfathers of the present 
generation cannot be skid to represent the pres- 
ent members of the Church as perfectly as 
would be gione by elders elected more re- 
cently. The pro change would bring 
the spread and growth of the Church 
into Rarmonious relation with its governing 
authorities. Dr. Musgrave offers some pregnant 
remarks upon the sixth point. In che first piace, 
he shows that the Church is constantly receiving 
accessions not from Great Britain alone, but also 
from France, Italy, Switzerland, Germany, and 
Holland, and it is natural that they should pre- 
fer the mode of periodical elections which are 
universally ¢ustomary on the  Conti- 
nent of Europe. The opponents of the over- 
ture refer to the present practice of the Church 
of Scotland. This, Dr. Musgrave shows, grew up 
from vastly different circumstances than obtain 
here. There tlie Church has long since covered 
the entire field, and its organization is consoli- 
dated. Here there is an immense field yet to oc- 
cupy. It is often found difficult to organize 
churches, from the lack of persons qualified for 
the eldership. | If the term of office were limit- 
ed, better material could afterwards be pro- 
cured. When, from necessity, unqualified men 
are made eéiders, elected to serve for 
life, they frequently afterwards prove a great 
hindrance to the growth and efficiency of the 
urch.

CONVERSIONS IN RUSSIA. 

Tracy Turnerelli writes to the editor of the 
London Standard: We live in a wonderful age, 
and the account the papers are giving us of the 
conversion in twenty-four hours of 50,000 ‘ Uni- 
ates’ in Poland to Russian orthodoxy would 
alone prove it tobe so. I happen to know some- 
thing of these matters myself, having personal- 
ly assisted, nolens volens, & the ‘ edifying’ con- 
version of about 2,000 Tchouvash peasants in the 
Government of Kazan, made ‘ Christians,’ not 
in twenty-four, but in less than four 
hours. The Tchonvash—whose customs and 
religions ceremonies I have deseribed in 
my work on Kazan—were Pagans, The 
Emperor Nicholas determined to convert these 
unbelievers to Russian Christianity; so, on a 
given day, a regimentof Cossacks, armed with 
whips—the Governor-General, the high clergy, 
and other great officials presiding—and a sufii- 
cient supply of cannon, muskets, pikes, and 
bayonets in the rear, the task of ‘conversion’ 
began—id est, the task of scourging ; and so ef- 
fectually were these Christian arguments ap- 
plied that, on bended knees, full of zeal, fervor, 
and gratitude, the Tchouvash peasants kissed 
the cross, signed their names with a ‘cross’ 
also, and went to their homes with bleeding 
backs, blessing the white Tzar’ for the benefit 
done them and heaven. But that I had better 
not touch on. 

A few months later,"when they had received 
full instructions ia Christian doctrines, I chanced 
to visit one of the converted Tehouvasb Chris- 
tian villages. A crowd of hirsute Christians of 
the race were gathered round me. Lou believe 
in Jesus, God the Son?’ said I. Oh, yes, mas- 
ter, we do indeed—indeed we do,’ and the Cos- 
sack whips floated before their eyes when they 
answered my question. ‘And in God the 
Father also?’ I inquired. The crowd were puz- 
zled, bewildered, terrified at the answer they had 
to make. At length one gray beard, evidently 
an authority among them, came forward, and 
said gravely and solemnly, ‘What, master? Is 
the old man still alive?’ Not being able to per- 
suade themseives that the Son could reign even 
in Heaven until the Father had ceased 12 live 
and breathe there. This was Russian con ver- 
sion’ and ‘Russian instruction,“ and as these 
50,000 converts will no doubt find a place in his. 
tory, it will be well if the ‘methods of conver- 
sion adopted were coupled with it.“ 

THE EXPELLED SISTERS. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of Feb. 22 con- 
tains a report of a large mass-meeting held in 
that city to take action in regard to the expul- 
sion of the Sisters of Charity from Mexico. The 
meeting was immense m point of number, and 
many influential’ and —— citizens were 
among those present.

THE DANGER OF A FLOOD IN CHICAGO. 

The apprehensions of a flood in this city in 
case of sudden thaw and heavy rains are cer- 
tainly warranted by the experience of 1849 
under very similar conditions. The flood of 
that year occurred March 12, and not in 
April, as has been erroneously stated. Any 
preparations that may be made to meet the 
possible disaster should not, therefore, be de- 
layed. Indeed, the early agitation of the 
danger in the columns of Taz TIA UNA has 
already induced the dock-owners and the 
wholesale mercha.ts to take every individual 
precaution in their power; basements are 
very generally cleared of goods, and ware- 
house employes have standing notification to 
be on hand at any sudden rainfall. The 
Board of Public Works are also on the alert, 
and ought to be prepared with prompt and 
efficient means for breaking away any ice- 
gorge that forms of such size and character 
as to threaten danger. 

If a flood comes this year, it will come as 
it did twenty-six years ago, and from the 
game source. The seat of the danger is the 
Aux Plaines River near Summit. It was an 
ice-gorge which formed in this river about 
half a mile west of Summit that caused the 
flood of 1849. The usual channel of the 
river was thus cut off, a torrent of water 
overflowed its eastern banks, and found an 
easy Outlet over a large swale located north- 
east of Summit. The waters spread out over 
the low land between the Aux Plaines 
and the city, and found a channel in the} 
South Branch, thence rushing down into 
the main channel of the river, carrying away 
docks, shipping, goods, bridges, etc. There are 
certain circumstances now which render an 
overflow of the Aux Plaines River more dan- 
gerous than formerly. The first of these is 
the excavation known as the Ogden Ditch, 
which is connected with the very swale which 
furnished the principal outlet for the flood of 
1849. The Ogden Ditch furnishes a direct 
connection with the South Branch, and would 
supply a natural channel for an overflow of 
considerable water from the Aux Plaines at 
any time its own channel is closed anywhere 
southwest of Summit. There is a fall 
of full 9 feet between this swale and 
the city limits, a distance of about 
four miles, and the Ogden Ditch would 
carry a large body of water at a tearing rate 
into the South Branch. Another circum- 
stance which would probably contribute to 
the danger is to be found in an island formed 
by a deflection in the giver to the north of 

The channel at the east side of this 
island has been dammed up at both ends by 
the owners of the adjoining property, wheth- 
er rightfally or not. This cuts off one of the 
natural channels of the river, and to that.ex- 
tent increases the strain upon the other chan- 
nel in case of a torrent or large bodies of 
floating ice. : 

The Illinois & Michigan Canal, which 
runs parallel with the Aux Plaines River, will 
not help much to carry off the surplus water. 
It will be remembered that the canal 
was deepened for the purpose of changing 
the current of the Chicago River, and to 
make it empty into the Illinois River through 
the canal, instead of into the lake; but the 
fall in the bottom of the new canal is only 3 
feet in 30 miles from Bridgeport to Lockport. 
Now, the surface cf the water in the new 
canal is below the bottom of the old canal, 
and thus the new canal acts practically as a 
drain for the land along its line. It has been 
noticed by the inhabitants living along the 
canal that, in spring time and in time of 
heavy rains, so much water runs into the new 
canal by underground channels from the land 
on both sides, but especially from the Aux 
Plaines side, that its force overcomes the fall 
of 3 feet in 30 miles, and the water turns the 
current back into the Chicago River. In case 
there were a flood from the Aux Plaines, the 
relief from the canal in carrying off the over- 
flow would not amount to much, for the rea- 
sons here named. 

As an offset to these additional sources, 
which did not exist in 1849, it must be re- 
membered that the grade of Chi has been 
raised from 6 to 10 feet higher it was at 
that time; that the river has been deepened ; 
that the bridges and docks are higher and 
more substantial; and that there is practically 
a much larger, broader, and deeper channel 
for any floodin the Chicago River to pass off 
into the lake.. There are but two or three 
things which the Board of Public Works can 
do: The first is to be in readiness to break 
away any ice-gorge 
cago 
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‘Ditch, and thereby assisting in the destruc- 
‘tion oF the and forcing the waters 
of the Aux back into their natural 
chantel. If these things are done, the Chi- 
cago River dan ensily carry off, below and 
above the ice now formed in it, any unusual 
amount of water that comes into it from the 
low land or the canal, and from its own 

The prospecti now are for a considerable 
amount of ri in the spring, and also for a 
rapid thaw ; but there is also a prospect at 
this writing for a southwest wind, which 
would materially aid in the breaking-up of 
the ice-gorge at the mouth of the Chicago 
River. Altogether, the danger is by nomeans 
remote, and it is well that it has been suffi- 
ciently canvassed to enable the public author- 
ities and private citizens to take every precau- 
tion against it that lies in their power.

A & SCANDALOUS BILL.’ 

We publish an article from the New York 
World concerning in pending insurance 
legislation in IIlinois. “ We understand the 
facts to be: That in this State there are one 
or more life-ii companies organized 
and doing business on a novel,—or, as the 
World styles it, the ‘‘ co-operative” plan. 
This plan of insurance is peculiar, and un- 
known and unrecognized by the laws of 
the Eastern States. Owing to this 
fact, and not to any objection on the 
ground of being a foreign or Illi- 
nois company, it is not authorized to do any 
business in N)] York, and perhaps in several 
other States. To meet this, a bill has been 
proposed in the Illinois Legislature which in 
substance provides; That if any State shall 
prohibit any life-ingurance company charter- 
ed by the State of Illinois from doing business 
in zuch State, then no life-insurance 
‘company chartered by such State shall do 
any business in Illinois! We are further in- 
formed that this bill is represented in the 
Legislature by the attorney for the single 
corporation in whose interest it is proposed, 


and that the attorney of the Company is not 


only a member of the Legislature, but Speak- 
er of the House of Representatives! We 
submit to the Legislature that, apart from the 
ridichlous and unjust principle of the bill 
itself, the introduction and urging of such a 
bill is, under the circumstances, special legis- 
lation of the most scandalous character. Be- 
cause the State of New York, or any other 
State, refuses to recognize the mode of doing 
business of a single life-insurance company 
chartered in Illinois, therefore all the life- 
insurance companies of such States shall be 
excluded from this State, is a most prepos- 
| terous proposition, which needs only to be 
understood ta be rejected.

THE PEOPLE’S GAS COMPANY, 

We publish this morning an interesting 
sketch of the progressive prosperity of the 
People's Gaslight and Coke Company (West 
Side), showing the wonderful success of that 
Conipany. It obtained its original charter in 
1835, but did not practically begin business 
until 1860 or 1861. ‘Its original plant 
was the purchase from the South Side Com- 
pany of the mains and service-pipes laid west 
of the river, and the exclusive right of serv- 
ing gas to the West Division of the city. 
How much was paid for this plant we do 
not remember, not perhaps exceeding $50,000 
in all.

In 
the fifteen years that have elapsed since then, 
the West Division has increased in popula- 
tion to 146,718 in 1870, being 30,000 greater 
than the population of the whole city in 1860. 
The population of the West Division is now, 
in 1875, probably 225,000. 

We are happily informed by official state- 
ments made by the Company of the wonder- 
ful prosperity that has followed its enter- 
prise. The original plant has grown into 
giant proportions, furnishing the amplest 
evidence of the financial skill and untiring 
ability of the executive management of the 
Company. 7 

On the Ist of December, 1874, the Railway 
Share Trust Company (Limited) of London 
put upon the London market a first-mortgage 
loan of the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
Company of Chicago.

their firm personally investigated the charter 
and its amendments. 

These certificates show that the Company 
has works making $22,000 cubic feet of gas 
per day, and capable of supplying 1,420,000 
cubie feet of gas per day, t further 
Outlay ; and that within the rate 
of consumption will be double present 
amount. The accountant certifies that the ) 
books of th Company show a net income or 
clear profit for 1874 of $420,000, gold. 

All this must be very satisfactory to the

THE BLACK HILIS FEVER. 

All the indications seem to point out that 
as soon as the season is sufficiently advanced, 
and the weather grows favorable, there will 
be a grand rush or stampede to the Black 
Hills gold-mines, as frantic, and furious, and 
extensive as that which took plack to Pike's 
Peak nearly twenty years ago; and the result 
of the one rush may be as disappointing as 
that of the other, inasmuch as thus far the 
unfavorable testimony is quite as authentic 
and trustworthy as the favorable. This, how- 
ever, will make little difference. The im- 
pression having been widely circulated that 
there is gold in abundance in the Black 
Hills, there will be a rush and a crush from 
every part of the country to that land of au- 
riferous promise. It is intimated that the 
Government, in fulfilling its relations 
to the Indians, will attempt prevent 
this movement by ntrpon ahi troops. 
The expectant Croesuses, therefore, will have 
the swords of the United States troops on the 
one hand, and the tomahawks and scalping- 
knives of the redskins on the other, as the 
principal obstacles to their advance. The 
Indians will be easily overcome. A demi- 
john of forty- rod whisky will buy off In- 
dian claims like magic. So far as the troops 
are concerned, we fancy that their efforts 
will be about as effective as the exploits of 
Mrs. Parrrncton with her broom in sweep- 
ing out the Atlantic. The army of the 
United States, all told, numbers but 24,000 
men, and probably not more than half of 
them could be utilized for Black Hills guard 
service, even in case of the direst emergency. 
As opposed to the thousands upon thousands 


of insane gold-hunters who will swarm to 


the Black Hills liks ants from every point of 
the compass, this handful of men can 
accomplish but little. The mining multitude 
will rush through, around, and over them, as 
grasshoppers go through a cornfield. They 
will go through them, and round them, and 
get into that country like a fleod torrent, and 
cannot be dammed or forced back; and once 
there they cannot be dislodged, if the gold 
reports should prove half true. It is the 
manifest destiny of the Black Hills country 
to be settled by white men, and the fact 
might as well be recognized now as at any 
other time. Th talk about Indian rights” 
is simply sentimental. The Indian has about 
the same right there as the buffalo, for 
he makes no betier use of the country, 
and he will have to get out as 
the buffalo does. If there is gold in the 
Black Hills in paying quantities it will be 
useless to argue against the right of white 
men, to go there and get it by citing fine- 
spun notions of Indian treaty-rights and 
Government obligations towards the savages 
of the Plains. The savage does not trouble 
himself to observe any rights of white men, 
and does not allow any treaty-stipulations to 
interfere with his prerogative of taking a white 
man’s scalp whenever the opportunity or 
temptation offers itself. If he should stand 
in the way of the gold-hunters, he will prob- 
ably lose his own scalp. So far as the army 
is concerned, if it does not catch the fever 
and go gold-hunting itself, it will be irretriev- 
ably lost in the great multitude, whose name 
is legion, seeking for gold. 
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THE ILLINOIS BANK-EXAMINATION BILL. 
We think our Springfield correspondent, in 
giving the proceedings of the House in re- 
lation to the reporting of Mr. Boevz’s bill 
providing for responsible examinations of 
savings and other banks, may have done 
Speaker Harves injustice in attributing to 
him a disposition to prevent that bill being 
reported or passed. The bill supplies an im- 
portant omission in our statutes. There are 
very many banks doing business in [Illinois 
under special charters, and there is no law 
whatever creating any responsibility, or pro- 
viding for any investigation into their affairs 
or management. Under these charters banks 
with nominal capital have been started, and 
the people have been led to deposit many 
millions of their savings in them. The 
banks are only responsible to the amount 
of their nominal capital, and the least the 
State can do is to provide ordinary precau- 
tions against fraudulent mismanagement or 
appropriation of the money, nine-tenths of 
which is deposited under the belief that the 
law does protect them against dishonesty and 
mismanageinent. This bill simply provides 
that all these banks shall be examined at any 
time by a competent State officer, and his 
reports of their condition made public. This 
regulation has been fSund indispensable in 
the cases of insurance companies as well as 
National Banks, and all the reasons for such 
examinations in such cases extend with ten- 
fold force to State institutions, and particu- 
larly savings banks. 80 valuable is such a 
law that we are sure there is not a respectable 
or well-managed savings bank in the State 
which will not prefer to have such examina- 
tions mdde from time to time. | 
Mr. Jon C. Hanes is a member of the 
State Senate; he is known to the people of 
the State as a successful banker of many 
years’ standing; he is President of a large 
savings bank in this city, which stands in 
public estimation among the best in the State. 
His own personal character has given addi- 


tional strength to an institution which enjoys 
the fullest confidence of the public, The 
personal relations between Senator and Bank- 
ex Hames and Speaker Hares are wall 


| known, and it is because of this relationship 
| that we think our correspondent made a mis- 
take in assuming that the Speaker was trying 
to defeat the Boum bill. He could not do 
this; he could not oppose or defeat that bill 
without creating the presumption that his 
brother in the Senate was also opposed to the 
bill and was anxious to defeat it. To create 
such a presumption would be unjust, because 
Mr. J. C. Hanus bank is not of that character 
that fears the fullest and freest examination; 
and to have such an examination would be to 
exhibit by contrast how much better it de- 
served public confidence than others less able 
to make a like exhibit of its affairs. A pro- 
test by a bank doing business upon the vol- 
untary and unsecured deposits of the entire 
savings of its depositors against any investi- 
gation or examination of its affairs by State 
officers would not be assuring to the public, 
and we feel confident that Senator Hanns 
bank, which enjoys public confidence to a 
high degree, will not make any such protest, 
but will substantially agree with the follow- 
ing letter by a Chicago banker, read before 
the Committee of the House : 

Orricz ILLIN OI Trost & Savings Bank, Cms, 
Jan. 23, 1876.—The Hon. George M. Bogue: In reply 
to your inquiry regarding my opinion of the bill in- 
} troduced by you, providing for reports and examina- 
tions of banks doing business under State laws, I have 
to say that I have examined it carefully, and, so far as 
Iam able to judge, it will, if it become a law, go very 
far toward establishing our State banking-system on a 
sound basis, 

Its provisions are similar to those for a like object in 
the National Bank act and in the olf State Bank laws 
of Indiana, Missouri, and Iowa, 

While it would be impossible to frame a law that 
would give perfect security to depositors in all cases, 
the bill you have introduced would, I think, put a stop 
to the irresponsible system that has grown up in this 
State under the entire absence of any statute for reg- 
ulating the management of the numerous banks 
doing business under special charters, which were 
granted to whoever asked them during the few years 
prior to the adoption of the new Constitution, The 
abuses have become so great, and the failures of banks 
so numerous, that the enactment of a proper law, as 
directed in the Constitution and recommended by the 
Governor, appears to be imperatively demanded for 
the protection of the people and good name of the 
State, which, having granted to banking corporations 
the special privilege of doing business with limited 
responsibility, should at least adopt the ordinary meas- 
ures for protecting depositors from loss, particularly 
as it will cost the State nothing, and isin fact no hard- 
ship to any bank honestly organized and doing busi- 
ness in a manner that would entitle it to the confidence 
of depositors, A law requiring statements without 
examinations bya competent State officer would, I 
think, do more harm than good, as there would be 
mothing to prevent the officers of any bank from 
making such a statement as their exigencies might re- 
quire without fear of detection, 

Probably a majority of all the State Banks now in 
operation do a Saving business, their deposits coming 
for the matt part from persons of small mesns,—me- 
chanics, laborers, women, and children, and others 
who, having but a limited knowledge of business, are 
but poorly able to judge of the character and responsi- 
bility of the different banks to which their little say- 
ings are intrusted, and on whom losses, when they do 
come, fall with the greatest severity, and are a class of 
people who are certainly entitled to the very best pro- 
tection that the State can give. ' 

I have talked with a great many stockholders in this 
bank, and each one of them, as well as all of the offi- 
cers, approve of the bill, and are perfectly willing to 
submit to its requirements, preferring to incur the 
little inconvenience attending such examinations, for 
the sake of the stability that will thereby be given to 
the entire State bank interests.

THE DANGERS OF THE REPUBLIC. 

Prof. W. G. Sumner has followed up his 
lecture in the Yale post-graduate course on 
the nature of the Republic, upon which we 
commented a short time since, with one on 
the danger of the Republic. He makes three 
especially noteworthy points. 

The first danger is the lack of a good op- 
position. For want of it we are drifting to- 
wards democracy, which, according to 
Mowresquizev’s famous saying, either sweeps 
everything before it with its hundred thousand 
arms, or creeps tardily along with its hun- 
dred thousand feet. Under a democracy, 
equality and the absolute rule of a numerical 
majority prevail. The minority has nothing 
to do but submit. Arbitrary rule is an evil, 
whether it is that of the one or the many. 
The opposition in this country should act as 
it does in England. It should argue, per- 
suade, and convince, and so modify the 
measures of which it disapproves. Legisla- 
tion in England is a series of compromises. 
It is never too fast and rarely too.slow. This 
is the result of intelligent opposition. We 
have not this. check in this country, and we 
must have it in order to maintain a constitu- 
tional, as against a democratic, Republic. 
One thing that prevents it is the abuse of the 
previous question” in the popular branch of 
Congress. Itstops useless and often inter- 
minable talk, to be sure, but it stops useful 
talk, too. The decline of debate and the 
growth of the caucus are contemporaneous 
facts. A meeting of the majority decides what 
measures shall be passed. The decision is 
made by a majority vote. Thus a majority of 
a majority, which is almost certainly a mi- 
nority of the whole body, shapes legislation. 
This leaves no scope for intelligent opposi- 
tion, because the moving of the previous 
question as soon as the question is before the 
House cuts off debate and prevents amend- 
ments. Under the present rule, a day is given 
for debate, but Prof. Sumner thinks that the 
House should imitate the Senate and gag 
nobody who has anything tosay. This is the 
practice in the British Parliament. It- is 
possible that the filibustering which so often 
delays legislation in America is more the 
result than the cause of the gag-rules, It 
might pass away, in a great measure, with 
the rules. The people would not suffer any 
party to delay business with impunity, if the 
delay did not generally seem like a gallant 
protest against restricting free speech. 

The second danger to the Republic is the 
influence of moneyed interests. This is the 
threatened despotism. ‘‘ Cxsarism,” so far 
as the Executive is concerned, is a weak bug- 
aboo to scare very timid souls with. No 
President could make himself supreme, nor 
even take the first step thereto. Moneyed 
interests, however, can and do rule. They 
combine with each other to secure special 
legislation, which is usually opposed, as its 
name implies, to the public good. The 
protective tariff is the most gigantic in- 
stance of moneyed ism which has yet 
been developed in this country. It taxes the 
masses for the benefit of the few, robs a 
thousand for the sake of ten. Despots can 
do little more, 

The third danger to the Republic is the 
abuse of elections. We have been electing 
too many officials, and making their terms 
too short. Officials should serve long enough 
to know how to discharge their duties. Too 
frequent elections, moreover, weary and dis. 
gust the people, and so throw politics into 
the hands of wire-pullers and professionals. 
There are multitudes of officers now elected 
who ought not to be elected at all, but ap- 
pointed. Among these are, first and fore- 
most, the Judiciary. English historians,

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Judges should be independent of our sov- 
ereign. An elective Judiciary is too apt to 
contain Carpozos and Barnarps. ' Adminis- 


dinates, as the President appoints his Cabinet. 
Then an evil-doer or an incompetent 
person can be got rid of, for pub- 
lie opinion can force the executive 
to remove him. If Rrcmarpson had been 
elected Secretary of the Treasury, he ‘would 
be there now. The rule should be to elect 
the Governor, and let him appoint the ad- 
ministrative officers of the State, and be re- 
sponsible for their conduct. 

Even those who radically disagree with 
Prof. Sunn will find food for thought in 
his sketch of the dangers which hedge about 
a Constitutional Republic, He is a reformer 
of the right sort, who studies politics before 


terview with Sir Francis Hrvxoxs, ex-Minister 
of Finance of Canada, in which Sir Francis 
suggests a scheme for resumption somewhat 
like that of Senator Sumyzr and Mr. Gama- 
trex Braprorp, and yet with a touch of nov- 
elty which makes it worth reproduction. 

This plan involves the issue of about $100,- 
000,000 of notes, redeemable in gold on de- 
mand at New York, and receivable for cus- 
toms. From ten to twenty millions of these 
would be issued each month and sold for 
greenbacks to the highest bidder. The Treas- 
ury would hold a reserve for the redemption 
of the new bills, consisting of 50 per cent of 
their face-value in gold and 50 per cent in 
Government 5 per cents. The gold reserve 
would probably be sufficient to meet all de- 
mands for redemption; but, in case of need, 
the bonds could be sold and their proceeds 
used in the same way. When $100,000,000 
of the coin notes had been issued, the green- 
back circulation would have been cut down 
about $110,000,000, and the legal tenders 
would, he thinks, probably then be at par. 
The National Banks would then be deprived 
of their privilege of issuing notes, getting 
some compensation therefor, and all the 
paper afloat would be issued directly by the 
Government. The English joint-stock banks, 
which issue no notes, declaré annual divi- 
dends up to 22 per cent, so that it is evident 
that a bank doing business only with its 
capital and deposits would pay. 

The similarity between this plan and those 
of Messrs. Braprorp and Sumwnzr stops with 
the suggestion about the National Banks. Its 
goodness stops there too. There are minor 
differences before that point is reached. Sir 
FRancts would have notes redeemable on de- 
mand issued. Mr. Braprorp would have 
them redeemable two years from the date of 
their issue. The latter plan is the better, be- 
cause it would not be necessary then to accu- 
mulate at once by added taxation a great sum 
of gold in the Treasury. 

The best, and by far the simplest plan, 

however, would be to issue 4 per cent gold 
bonds, running thirty or forty years, and au- 
thorize the holders of greenbacks to convert 
them into such bond. The greenbacks 
would then gradually disappear, and private 
capital would shoulder the burden and re- 
sponsibility of resumption, as it should do. 
It would never be necessary to gather a great 
heap of it in the Treasury, because these bonds 
would form part of the National debt, and 
be gradually discharged, as the rest of the 
debt is. If it were too difficult to pay them 
by taxation thirty years hence, they could be 
re-funded for thirty years longer. 
We regard Sir Francis’ suggestion as un- 
qualifiedly bad. There should be an abso- 
lute divorce between Governmert and paper 
money. If the circulating medium is under 
Government control, two great evils are in- 
evitable. In the first place, it will be neces- 
sary for the Treasury to keep on hand a vast 
reserve of specie, which will be so much 
dead capital withdrawn from productive em- 
ployment, and necessitating heavy taxation. 
This involves an entirely useless demand 
upon the popular purse. The second and 
the greater objection is, that every 
Congress would be importuned to med- 
die with the currency. A shifting 
bedy, exposed to numberless temptations 
and selected without reference to financial 
ability, is unfit to be trusted with such a 
charge. There would be continual tinkering 
with the currency, as there is now with 
the tariff. Government should fund every 
greenback in gold bonds, and leave the Na- 
tional Banks, under the Free Banking law, to 
supply the country with all the currency it 
needed, We should then have a paper cur- 
rency af uniform value, convertible into coin 
on demand, without trouble to the Govern- 
ment or loss to the people. 


HIGHER EDUCATION FOR WOMEN. 

A few years ago, the English universities 
opened a series of examinations for women. 
These tests of study have been held, not only 
at Oxford and Cambridge, but at other cities 
throughout the British Isles. The universi- 
ties furnish examiners wherever a local com- 
mittee provides rooms and applicants. There 
is a preliminary and a final examination, the 
latter of which is open only to those who 
have passed the former. Degrees of three 
different grades are given, according to the 
proficiency shown. These degrees are of sub- 
stantial value to the recipients, for they are 
the Open Sesame to good positions as teach- 
ers. They aid them, too, m any occupation. 
The honor they confer is enough in itself to 
pay for a good deal of hard work in getting

THE NATURAL HISTORY OF SUICIDE 

Whatever future generations may think of 
Henny Tomas Buck eg, or of his conception of 
history, few will deny that he is an eminently 
suggestive writer; or that, howeverhe may have 
erred in exaggerating the influence of external 


meee ee 


circumstances on. man, he gave utterance te 
many interesting and profound truths,—truths | 


not perhaps original with him, but of which he 
became the exponent to the 


world. He may, or may not, have been right 


when he wrote that, since the actions of men are 
determined solely by their autecedents, they 
must have a character of uviformity, and, 
always, under precisely the same circumstances, 
issue in precisely the same results. The truth 
or falsity of this bold euunciation can never be 
determined; for the of men, so far as 
they are determined by circumstances at all, are 
determined by thousands, and it may be 
doubted whether any two men have for 
one moment of their lives been under 
precisely the same influences. It is not 
only the present circumstances that must be 
taken into account, but pastas well; and, hows 
ever similar the present may be, antecedent 
ones, —ante-natal, hereditary, and others, —it may 
be eafely said, are never entirely the same. But 
if Buckle’s dictum be nota whole truth, itis a 
half truth, or borders on as truth. This much 
there is an abundance of facts to demonstrate. 
Some of them be adduced himself. The crimes 
of man he showed, as others had showed before 
him, are marked by a uniformity of sequence. 
The number of letters misdirected in the Paris 
and London Post-Offices is so nearly the same 
from year to year that ii may be predicted in ad- 
vance without any danger of falling below or 
going beyond the real figure. Nor is this, after 
all, so very strange. The failure to direct a let- 
ter is only an evidence of the writer's inadver- 
tence or carelessness ; and what reason is there 
to suppose that letter-writers shall be more 
careful this year than last, or that their care 
lessness should not manifest itself this year in 
precisely the same way as last year? The aver- 


age morality of a people during a number of 


consecutive years we would naturally expect to 
be about the same. The strange thing would be 
if it were different. The science of statistics 
shows that it is not. y 
Among the moral and social phenomena to 
which Buckle applied his theory is that of sui- 
cide, and here, if nowhere else, he was justilied 
in the application. Even the eminent 
Prof. Alexander Von Oettingen, in his Morai-sia- 
tistik, acknowledges this; and against him the 
objection of Rationalism cannot be advanced as 
it was against Buckle, for Yor Oettingen is @ 
Professor of Theology in the University of 
Dorpat, and writes, as he expressly says, from 
an Ey standpoint, and has issued his 
k to illustrate the significance of moral sta- 
istics in general for Christian social ethics. The 
work is such a one as rarely proceeds except 
from a German savant, exhaustive, thorough, full 
of information, with scarcely a superfluous line 
from beginning to end. Few parts of it, how- 
ever, are so interesting as that which treats of 
what we may venture to cali the social law, or 
rather laws, of suicide. | 

The fact of suicide has often been advanced 
as the most cogent proof of the existence of free 
will. Who, it has been frequently asked, buts 
free agent—we are not speaking now of those who 
deprive themselves of life ina fit of insanity— 
could, actuated by an en motive such as 
moved the stoics, or as now moves the suicide 
Buddhist, deliberately put an end to his own ex- 
istence? What completer demonstration can 
there be that man is master of himeelf, and that 
circumstances are not? We do not feel called 
upon to answer this question; but whatever 
force it may have as applied to individual man 
seems to be lost when applied to man in the ag-.

As one 
of the most conscientious investigators into the 
causes of the crime, Dr. Artigues, has said: It 


cide: but it excuses it, justifies it, honors it as 
the mark of courage and of manliness.” 

The remark just made, that, even in the rural 
districts, suicide is on the increase, has met with 
much apposition from some few statisticians ; yet 
facts confirm it. In Prussia, for instance, the 
average number of country suicides was, from 
1828 to 1824, 336; from 1856 to 1858 it was 1,251, 
an increase of 273 per cent. The same is true of 
the rural districts in Belgium, Bavaria, and Den- 
mark. 

While the statistics of suicide are more com- 
plete than any other moral phenomenon, none 
are more difficult of exact attainment. The rela- 
tives of the victim are almost always extremely 
anxious to cover up the cause of his departure 
from among men. In England this is particular- 
ly the case, entailing as the act does the forfeit- 
ure of property. In other places be is refused 
decent burial, to prevent which the real cause of 
death is often concealed. Then, again, suicide 
by drowning is not unfrequently attributed to 
accident, and the fond relatives are allowed to 
have the benefit of the doubt. Hence it is 
elaimed that the figures obtained always repre- 
pent a minimum, not a maximum. 

To show how constant the increase of suicide 
ja, we produce the following figures, which prove 
pot only the increase, but that it is, especially in 
France, not to be accounted for by the increase 
jn population. England has no reliable statistics 
dun the subject previous to 1857. We begin, 
therefore, with that year for England. The 
number of suicides was, for a number of years 


The increase in Prussia is also remarkable. 
Whe average number of suicides in that country 
from 1851-55 was 2,076; from 1856-60, 2, 158; 
from 1861-68, 2,265; in 1869, 3,187. The in- 
trease is nowhere, perhaps, so striking as in 
France, as the following figures prove:

“gover the population of France augmented by 


only 6,000,000 ; that, is it grew from 80,000,000 to 
$6,000,000, or one-fifth. Hence, the number of 
guicides increased almost fifteen times as fast as 
the population. 

It isa curions fact that in the revolutionary 
period, 1848-49, fewer suicides are recorded than 
in the preceding and following years. Oettingen 
vnd others account for this on the hypothesis of 
the political hopes raised in the hearts of the 
masses at that particular time. Nor was this 
observable in the country only but wherever the 
revolutionary spirit was ewakened in France, 
Bavaria, Prussia, Saxony, and Denmark. But 
after the excitement of the revolutionary period 
died away, the increase became general once 
mmore,—a fact which proves that political and 
social discontent are among the many exciting 
causes of suicide. Another fact worth mention- 
log is, that the years 1854 and 1855, which were 
remarkably *‘ bard-time” years in Europe, were 
mnusually prolific in suicides, and show as 
marked an increase over the years preceding and 
following as 1848-49 did a decrease in the num- 
ber. A comparison of the statistics relating to 
marriages, deaths, and suicides shows the still 
more alarming fact, that it is easier to predict 
the number of the last which are likely to hap- 
pen in a given country in a year than of either 
of the former. e 

The season of the year exerts a decided in- 
fluence on the increase of suicide. Wagner, 
Guerry, and Legoyt have devoted much atten- 
tion to this department of the subject. It can- 
not be astgibed entirely to chance that in France, 
Belgium, Denmark, Saxony, Austria, and Ba- 
varia, and in cities like Frankfort, Paris, London, 
Berlin, and others, the number of suicides in- 
creases uniformly with the approach of the sun 
to the equator, and decreases with the heat. In 


June and July the number is everywhere in Eu- 


rope, where these are the hottest months, great- 
est, and least in November and December. 
Combining nine different fields of observation, 
aud taking the average number of suicides per 
month in every 1,000, the following figures have 


been obtained:

Not only the seasons of the year, but the days 
of the week, and the hours of the day, combined, 
of course, with other causes, have their influ- 
ence on the production, or rather on the execution, 
of suicide. They are most frequent from 6 to 8 
o'clock in the morning, rarest from 12 to 2 at 
night.. The crime of suicide is ascending again 


at from 4 to 6, the bours when labor cease. 


Saturday, which brings with it the reward of 
the week's labor, and holds out the prospect of 
Sunday free from toil, is the least proliſid of 
suicides. Monday and Tuesday are the most 80. 
This again is explained as the result of dissipa- 
tion and riotous living on Sunday,—a not unu- 
sual thing in many European countries. The re- 
verse is the case with women, who choose Sun- 
day to commit suicide in preference to another ; 
in many cases, probably, because her vagabond 
busband is a greater trial to her on that day than 
on any other in the week. There is s strange 
uniformity in the methods by which men 
get rid of themselves; and women have their 
own ways as characteristic as men. There 
were in France from 1852-61, 39,000 cases of 
suicide. In every 100 male suicides, there were 
26 who took their lives by drowning, 42 by hang- 
ing, 14 by shooting, 4 by sharp instruments, 3 by 
throwing themselves from a height, 2 by poison. 
6 by-inbaling carbonic acid, and about the rest 
by other means. This same percentage is re- 
peated every year with infinitesmal variations. 
Forty-four per cent of the female suicides chose 
drowning, 28 per cent hanging, 5 per cent by 
casting themseives from a height, 3 per cent by 
poisoning, 14 by coal gas, and the rest by shoot- 
ing. The frequency of suicide is much greater 
among the Germanic races than among any other. 

ark stands first, having an average of 276 
million. Only Frankfort-on-the-Main comes 

at all near this figure, nay surpasses it, the 
rate there being 342 per million, or 3.42 per 
10,000. In 1860 there were in every 1,000,000: 


It must ba remarked, however, that as in 
Russia suicide is still accounted a crime, its 
statutes are not to be implicitly relied upon. 

The influence of occupation is also deserving 
of notice. Suicide is exceedingly common among 
those subjected to any hard labor, especially 
servants and soldiers, but more frequent among 
prostitutes and prisoners. Half-educated men 
who come in contact with the elegancies of life 
are much more prone te suicide than those who 
are really cultured. The liberal professions sup- 
ply a good contingent. Thus, in France, in 
1865, there were 218 belonging to the liberal pro- 
feasions, while only 90 farmers and 128 trades- 
men committed suicide. Besides these, there 
were 596 declasses et miserables.” 

We regret that the limit of a newspaper article 
will not permit us to enter into the statistics 
showing the influence of age, sex, celibacy, and 
marriage on the production. of suicides. We 
will, therefore, append but one more table illus- 
trative of the motives which determined the

Insurance Legislation injillinois,. 

| New York World, 

Some days ago we called attention to a bill 
which is under discussion in the Illinois Legisla- 
ture, by which it is proposed to enact that, if any 
insurance company which is organized and allow- 
ed to do business in Illinois shall be refused ad- 
mission by any other State, then and in that case 
all companies organized in such State shall be 
prohibited from doing business im Illinois. We 
learn from private sources that strong pressure 
is brought to bear to secure the passage of this 
law, and that the pressure comes directly from a 
e- ive” concern in Chicago which has 
been refused admission as an insurance company 
in some of the Eastern States, New York for one. 
As is well known to all who have examined the sub- 
ject of ‘‘ co-operative insurance,” so called, any 


encouragement or assistance rendered to the 


promoters of it is encouragment or assistance 
given to deception and fraud. But this attempt 
to dictate to other States what their legislative 
enactments apd judicial decisions shall be, is 
equivalent to making lawe aud admmister- 
ing them forall the other States in the Union. 
It is, in effect, sayiag to every other State, You 


must pass such laws for the government of cor- 


pofations as please us citizens of Illinois and 
suit our convenience, or your citizens shall be 
denied the right to do business among us. Your 
Courta must make decisions in accordance with 


‘our wishes, or your citizens cannot have justice 


extended to them by the courts of our State. 
It would be but a short step beyond this—if, in- 
deed, it would be beyond it—to dictate to each 
i idual citizen of every other State how he 
* conduct his private business. As well 
might the law makers assembled at Springfield 
say that, if a merchant in New York attempt to 
enforce the collection of a demand against a 
citizen of Illinois, or decline to extend further 
credit to ah insolvent debtur in that State, then 
he and all other merchants in New York shail be 
prohibited from selling goods in Illinois or de- 
manding payment for goods previously sold. We 
cannot hope that argument will avail anything 
with the interested promoters of this iniquitous 
measure, but we believe there is enough honesty, 
fairness, and intelligence, among the members 
of the IIlinois Legislature to prevent the passage 
of such a law.

Louis; the Centennial 
Club, of Philadelphia, andthe Washington Club, of 
Washi D. C., were reciived, and the clubs duly 
admi to the Associatim, The credentials of the 
delegates from these clubs were received.

THE TURF, 
A NEW BACING-PARK. 6 

It is probable that the project of a Jockey- 
Club Association, devoted mainly to running 
races and the encouragement of breeding blooded 
stock, mentioned in Tux Trisune of Sunday 
last, may be carried out the present season. An 
unexpected opportunity has been offered the 
gentiemen who it was stated were interested in 
the scheme, which, if embraced—and there is no 
reasonable donbt that it will be—will insure the 
formation of stich an association. 

Mr. C. S. Crafts, a gentleman of means, who 


has a fondness for the turf, has recently leased 


eighty acres of land on the West Side, east of 
Western avenue, north of Kinzie street, in the 
neighhorhood of the artesian well, upon which 
he proposes to locate a trotting and a running 
track, and in fact make of it a racing park second 
to none ia the country. He intends, if he re- 
ceives sufficient co-operation from horse-owners 
and breeders, to form what he is pleased to 
term “The Horse-Improving Association.” It 
will be devoted to the development of running 
horses, and to the improvement of biooded stock 
in the Western States. 

Mr. Crafts is thoroughly in sympathy with 
the ideas of Gen. Rowett, Col. Johnson, Mr. 
O Fallon, and the other gentlemen mentioned 
in Tux Tripuve article last Sunday. He thinks 
there is no reason why Chicago should not be 
the centre of a vast turf-interest which would 
bring into action horses that are now beld in 
obscurity for want of a proper place to 
train and enter for races, or are sent 
hundreds of miles away to contest for 
the prizes offered by Eastern park managers, 
and mduce Wostern horse-owners to give 
more attention to their breeding. He has com- 
municated by letter with Gen. Rowett, and states 
that he is thoroughly in earnest, and will carry 
out the project he contemplates if he can secure 
his co-operation and that of other gentlemen 
whose fondness for fast blooded animals should 
naturally induce their support. 

The General called upon the gentleman yester- 
day, for the purpose of expressing his indorse- 
ment of the scheme, and the willingness of him- 
self and the several gentlemen whom be repre- 
senta to join in it, but did not succeed in seeing 
him, ashe had gone a short distance into the 
country. 

A meeting will take place to-morrow, when a 
definite arrangement. doubtless, will be effected. 
Work upon the new park will begin as soon as 
the weather permits. It is expected to have it 
in readiness for a fall meeting. It will be pro- 
vided with stables, barns, every facility for train- 
ing and racing, tiers of seats, a grand stand,—in 
a word, with every accessory necessary to a first- 
class park. 

Ine location will commend it to a great many 
to whom the distance of Dexter Park had been 
a drawback. It will be but about 3 miles from 
the centre of the business districta, and easily 
accessible to the patrons of the track, while the 
railroad facilities make it a favorable location 
for the transfer of horses. 

DEXTER PARK PROSPECTS, 

The manager of the Dexter Park Association 
is beginnimg to see his way clear to a tolerably 
accurate prediction of what the public may ex- 
pect from him the coming season. Ad- 
vices from various quarters lead him to 
believe that his meetings will be more than 
usually interesting and successful, and the ac- 
tivity among horse-trainers here and in other 
parts of the West promises an unusually 
large entry of first-class animals.

ABSTRACTS CF TITLE. 
SHALL THE COUNTY FURNISH THEM? 

The question which is at present ogcupying 
the attention of the County Board is whether 
that body shall undertake tne providing of the 
public with abstracts of title to property, is one 


of the most important which that body has ever 
had under consideration. It is already well 


known to those who have had anything to dg 
with real-estate transactions that the work which 
it is proposed the county shall perform has 
hitherto been in the hands of private parties, 
anf?'that since the great fire of 1871 one firm has 
had a monopoly of the business by reason 
of its books being the only ones escap- 
ing that fire which could, be referred to 
as authority on questions Of title. It is 
held now by those who have made the question 
a study that since the fire so large a number of 


abstracts have been copied in the Recorder's 


office that it is possible with their aid to get up 
so somplete a set of indices that the county 
could, after a season spent in duc preparation, 
andertake the business of providing abstracts in 
a manner which would be satisfactory to all par- 
ties. Those who believe in this idea hold that, 
while the county does not seek to obtain a mo- 
nopoly of the work, still it has as much right to 
engage in that business as a firm of private indi- 
viduals, leaving the public, of course, to decide 
upon which abstract office they will be- 
stow their patronage. In order to give 
the public some idea of the feasi- 
bility of the proposed scheme, a Tarsune 
reporter yesterday interviewed several parties 
interested in the matter and gained much infor- 
mation which will be valuable as giving a clear 
light into the matter. Tue first person inter- 
viewed was * 
| MR. SIMMONS, 

of the well-known firm of Handy, Simmons & 
Co., with whom he had the {gliowing eonversa- 
tion : | 

Reporter—Mr. Simmons, I see that chere is a 
prospect of the county’s going into thé abstract 
business. I should like to get from you some 
idea of what the expense of their running such 
an office is likely to be. 

Mr. Simmons—The expense devolving upon 
them would depend upon the number of clerks 
they employed, which, of course, would depend 
upon the amount of business they would get,— 
the numer 2 abstracts they would be called 
upon to supply. 

Reporter—I suppose that varies occasionally ? 
. It is always changing. At one 
time we emplo 110 men; now we are em- 
p only 60, a reduction of forces which is 
partly to afalling off in work, and partly to 
our systematizing the business. 

—What would be the first work for 
the county to do in order to go into the abstract 
business ? 

Mr. Simmons—First of all they would have to 
write in the necessary books the documents 

in the Recorder’s oftice since the tire, 
and the suits commenced in the different courts 
in the county since the fire. 

Reporter—Hew many of these have there 


been ? 

Mr. ince the fire there have been 
recorded in the Recorder’s office some 216,000 
documents; in the Supreme Court there have 
been commenced since the fire over 18,300 suits; 
in the Circuit Court over 15.300; in the United 
States Cirenit Court over 2,200, and in the Unit- 
ed States District Court over 6,600. All these, 
tegether with the Reoords of the Probate Court. 
would have to be recorded in the judgment-dock- 
et of the abstract office, and properly fudexed. 

Reporter—Have you any idea what it would 
cost to do this work ? 

Mr. Simmons—I have estimated that it would 
cost $25,500 to abstract and index the deeds, and

Reporter—An attempt was made by the county 
after the fire to secure the abstract books of 
Handy, Simmons & Co. Do you think there is 
still a necessity of securing their books? 

Mr. Le Brun—Ifthink not. In almost all cases 
the county abstract office, when appealed to, 
would be able to provide the abstract songht, and 
I am sure that, if it became known that the 
county intended to go into the business, numbers 
of people holding original abstracts would send 
them in to be recorded.

opinion it would be an excellent thing for the 
public if the county were to undertake the pro- 
viding of abstracts.

be kept by the Recorder were trapt-indices. 
In his opinion it would be essential for the 
county to secure the books, which were leased 
at present by the firm of Handy, Simmons & 
Co. He considered that they were worth the 
sum of #500,000 to the public, and that if that 
sum were expended in their purchase the money 
would be much better laid out than in building @ 
new Court-House. He bonsidered that the Board 
ought to be urged to purchase these books of 
Messrs. Chase Brothers, Shortall & Hoard, and 
Jones 4 Sellers and start in the abstract busi- 
ness as soon as possible. | 
THE LAWYERS. 

The reporter next called upon a number ef 
prominent real-estate lawyers, and their views, 
which are substantially identical, are about as 
follows: 

Sibce the fire, Cook County, so far as its reo- 
ords of title are concerned, occupies a worse 
position than that of any municipality in this 
country. Although its titles run back but a 
little over forty years, yet it is more difficult 
and expensive to prove them than in 
New * York, where they run back 200. 
Ihe simple enc convenient system of 
recording transfers, which gave property- 
holders a few years ago such an advantage over 
Eastern States, where a more cumbrous plan ob- 
tains, has practically been utterly abandoned. It 
costs now in about seventy cases out of a hun- 


dred as much to secure an abstract of title aud 


have it examined by a competent lawver as the 
land would sell for. In other words, the owner 
of aemali lot has frequently to spend all he can 


+ get for his property before he can sell it. This 


oppressive taxation, of course, adds nothing to 
the value of the real estate of Cook County, 

This deplorable state of affairs, which exercises 
ruck a depressing influence upon real-estate 
transactions in Chicago. is due to the fact that 
all the proofs of title are in the hands of a gi- 
gantie monopoly. This is a condition of things 
which obtains nowhere else in the world. There 
is no place outside of Chicago where a claim of 
titie to property cannot be obtained without pay- 
ing a necessary tribute to private individuals. 
The real estate of Cook County pays to the prin- 
cipal abstract firm fully $90,000 a year in the 
form of what may be called reasonable charges 
for abstracts, and in addition to that it pays 
$90,000 more, which goes as a royalty to the 
lessors of the abstract books,—Mesers. Jones, 
Shoriall, etc., that is to say, real estate pays 
an annual tax of $180,000 to private individuals 
for furnishing abstracts which, in the case of 
heavy transfers, have to be examined by compe- 
tent and high-priced lawyers. 

There are in Cook County about 600,000 lots 
and parcels of land. The enormous develop- 
ment of our suburbs has of late years added im- 
mensely to the aggregate, specially increasing 
the number of low-priced lots. The 74 rtion 
of cheap lots to expensive ones is fully forty to 
one; a $50,000 transfer ie a matter of unusual 
occurrence. It is the opinion of the lawyers 
that, if the Recorder were to keep tract-indices 
covering 

MERELY THE REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS, 

and leaving out judgments and court proceedings 
of all kinds, the want of the great majority 
of property-holders would be fully met. With a 
few insignificant exceptions, the smaller ana 
cheaper lots have not been entangied in litiga- 
tion, except in cases where dower suits have coy- 
ered whole subdivisions. Therefore, if the Re- 
corder kept tract-indices covering deeds; mort- 
gages, trust-deeds, ete., he wouid be able to fur- 
nish for $5 or 510 an abstract which now costs, 
when obtained from Handy, Simmons & Co., 
$100 or more, and such abstracts would answer 
all purposes in nine-tentus of the cases. It is 
abstrd that an abstract should at auy 
time cost even a tenth of property; now it often 
costs much more than that. It is of course un- 
derstood that these abstracts which the Re- 
corder would thus furnish would not answer in 
cases of heavy sales. ‘Then, as now, all sources 
of information would have to be searched, and 
the special skill of experts would have to be re- 
sorted to. In the case of lots of average value, a 
different system would grow up. The Record- 
er's office would give the necessury information 
regarding papers on file in his hands, and vari- 
ous individuals would make a specialty of keep- 
ing separate indices of court proceedings to 
which a person could resort after he had ex- 
hausted the information in the possession of the 
Recorder. ) 

The act regulating the duties of Recorders 
contains

When required by tue County Board, an abstract 
book, which shall show by tracta every conveyance or 
incumbrance recorded, the date of the instrument, 
time of filing the same, the book and page where the 
same is recorded; which book shall be so kept as to 
show a true chain of titie to exeh tract and the in- 
— thereon, as shown by the records of his 
omce, 

It is singular that the County Board has never 
instructed our Recorder to take action under 
this. Inaction was natural . while the 


negotiations for the purchase of the ab- 


stract books were pending, but after they 
resulted in failure, it is very strange that the Re- 
corder was not ordered to keep these tract- 
indices. It is alleged that it was through the in- 
fluence of those interested in the abstract-books, 
who natarally desired to preserve their monopoly 
intact, that this was not done. There are coun- 
ties in this State where no abstract-books are 
kept, and where the tract-indices,of the Record- 
ers are the only source of information, and they 
have been found to be amply sufficient. It is 
very often the case that a person desires to know 
who is the owner of a certain piece of property 
which wishes to buy.

The movement in rents has suffered from the 
game meteordlogi¢al causes that have interfered 
with all business. It has been impossible for 
tenants to get about in search of houses and 
stores. There haye been indications to show 
the probable direction of rents. It may be safe- 
ly said that house rents above $1,000 will suffer“ 
the most serious reduction. The lower 
clase of tenements is in greater demand, 
and will, op that account, be cut down 
less, The greatest demand so far has been for 
houses on the North and South Sides. On the 
North Side rents are probably firmer than in 
any other Division of the city. There is more 
demand of a good kind, and the supply is not so 


„ much in exeess. 


In store rents the tendency is to reduced 
rates and « Ipases. There is a general un- 
derstanding that rents are not likely to go lower 
after this year, and that they will probably in- 
ertase with the improvement in business that is 
universally expected. Landlords are making re- 
ductions, varying according to. circumstances 
from 15 to 80 per cent, but only for one-year 
leases. | :

FINANCIAL, 


The demand for accommodations continues fair at 
the banks, and is reperted strong in some quarters. 
The merchants have found their collections virtually 
suspended by the storms of the last fortnight. They 
are forced, in the absence of the payments they had 
expected for theſr fall sles, to diseoung their notes in 
order to pay for their own spring purchases. 

The amount of grain nd provisions that is accumu- 
lating here is steadily imcreasing, and there is conse- 
quently a tolerably stesdy and considerable demand 
from Board of Trade parties, These combined causes 
have been sufficient to mn discount lines up to a high 
figure, and the amount of surplus funds at the disposal 
of the banks is not larg. 

The movement of produce eastward with the spring 
will tend to release a large amount of money now used 
in holding it, but, on ths other hand, the demands of 
the spring trade for funds will more than counterbal- 
ance this tendency to rehxation. It is not likely that 
there will be anything ike an easy money market be- 
fore summer. 

Rates of discount at the banks are 10 per cent to reg- 
ular customers, with cancesgions of 1 to 2 per cent to 
good outside borrowers, 

On the street, there is no activity of any kind to re- 
port. Rates are 7 per amt on call, to 18 per cent on 
time. 

The amount of currency that is going to the coun- 
try to the hog districts is large forthe season, The re- 
ceipts of hogs continuest a rate surprising donsider- 
ing the circumstances, md many persons are wonder- 
ing that a “ short ” hogcrop should be so long. 

New York exchange continues to grow firmer. 
Sales were made to-day, between banks, at par.

their colored legislatorsmust have drawn that!), and 
forfeits not merely the principal of a loan when more 
than 8 per cent is taken, but double the value of such 
principal, and subjects the offender, besides, to a fine 
of not less than $100 ne more than $1,000, When the 
Bank of England puts its rete at 10 per cent per an- 
num, and money is wath 1 per cent a month in New 
York, no man in North Carolina can lend his money to 
the people of his own State at the market rate without 
violating the law and iseurring these monstrous penal- 


ties. 


NATIONAL BATES AND USURY LAWS. 

The question has ben raised whether the penalties 
of the State laws for usury apply to the National 
Banks, or whether the; are liable only to the penalties 
of the National Bankim law. This question has been 
differently decided by he Supreme Courts of different 
States, and has not yit, we believe, come before the 
United States Supreme Court. The New York Supreme 
Court decides that the National Banks are amenable to 
State Usury laws. 

The Massachusetts Supreme Court declares that 
“ notwithstanding the great respect we have for that 
eminent tribunal (New York Court of Appeals), ve are 
unable to concur in tle conclusions it has zeached.“ 
The Court then decided that only the penalties of the 
National act applied tc the National Banks. 

A similar diversity is found in the decisions of 
other State Courts, bu the majority are in favor of 
the Massachusetts decision, 

N Tun SPRING TRADE. 

The New York Daily Bulletin of March 4 has an 
article giving the resultsof its inquiries as to the pros- 
pects of the spring tradein New York. 

Appearances leave no toom for question that the 
worst point of depressions has been reached, and that 
we are now fairly on theway towards a healthy con- 
dition of business, The degree of recovery varies in 
the different branches of trade. The dry goods and 
grocery trades are most hopeful; while those trades 
whigh furnish goods less necessary to subsiatence or 
comfort are naturally later in exhibiting the symptoms 
of recovery. | 

The South is ina condtion of extreme mercantile 
depression. The merclants of that section can do 
little without credit from New York, anda pretty lib- 
eral one, as to time; and yet, under the threatening 
uncertainties that surround the Cotton States, our 
merchants are disposed ® contract such credits very 
severely. A large amourt of population dependent on 
the iron trade and uponthe various ramifications of 
the railroad interest hav: as yet found mo relief from 
the prostration that has Allen upon them with greater 
severity than upon any ther elass. And, again, the 
extraordinary severity of the winter has in a very 
marked degree checked travel and the forwarding of 
products over nearly the whole populated area of the 
country. N 

We have this substantial fact to rely upon: that the 
agricultural populatim, the main stay of our com- 
merce, have sufferel comparatively little from the 
panic. They have had abundant crops; the condition 
of the foreign markets suggests the probability of bes- 
ter prices for the surylus remaining from the harvest 
of 1874; and there ia therefore every reason to expect 
they will require an average quantity of goods, and 
the more 80 a8 the late decline in prices has virtually 
increased their purchasing power. 80 far as respects 
& majority of the tmdes, we seem to have reached a 
condition in which afair show of activity would great- 
ly strengthen confidence and create a marked revival 


of business.

Panis, Feb. 8.—It is on Spain that the eyes of 
Europe have been fixed during the present 
month. The young King is firmly seated in the 
eaddle,—even Senor Castelar having given in his 
adhesion to the new monarchy, The restoration 
has had a good, thongh slight, effect on the 
value of Spanish securities. The truth is, till 
the statesmen of the Peninsula adopt very 
vigorously that policy of retrenchment for which 
the English Radical party has been content to in- 
cur so much obloquy, Spanish pudgets will con- 
tinue with scientific cextainty to exhibit, year 
after year, a succession of deficits. The pen- 
sion list especially requires revision. Not unfre- 
quently a Spanish official receives a pension of 
$2,000 or $3,000 for not more than a month’s 
service in his department. Worse than this, the 
ex-Official has not even the poor patriotism to 
spend the earnings of his jobbery at home, but 
prefers to amuse himself abroad. 

THE CURSE OF SPAIN 
is absenteeism. You may drive for hours in the 
heart of the country over uncultivated land be- 
longing to an emigrant noble. A false political 
economy, too, has stifled commerce by the undue 
taxation of wealth. Another serious impedi- 
ment to industriel development lies in the cir- 
cumstance thatthe priests are opposed to the 
use of machinery. Prices, of course, are con- 
stantly increasing, articles of luxury alone being 
cheap, as there are so few persons to buy them. 
A diplomatist recently sold a fine Irish horse, 
worth about $1,000, for $125. Generally speak- 
ing, the expenses of living at Madrid are as great 
as at New York. - 
THE CARLIST REBZLLION 

is dying out, throngh the disinclination of the 
Carlist officers to bear arms against Alfonso XII. 
But the flower of the Spanish population is still 
arrayed under the banner of Legitimism. The 
southerners who fought for the Republic, and 
are now fighting for the constitutional monarchy, 
are described by those who should know them as 
miserable soldiers. One of the Republican Gen- 
erals who fell not long since is believed to have 
met his death at the hands of his own soldiers, 
who were furious at his inflicting on them the 
hardship of real fighting. ‘They evidently 
dreaded their own commander as much as the 
enemy. 

A good instance of the altered relations be- 
tween European States since the last war is fur- 
nished by the fact that . 


FRANCE 
is said to be unwilling to ize the new Gov- 
ernment of Spain lest she should give offense to 
Germany by appearing to take the witia- 
tive. It is not to be wondered at that the latter 
Power should be somewhat overbearing, when 
everywhere she nuds the nations prostrate at her 
feet. Recently her Consul-General im Servia 
claimed precedence by right of seniority over 
another Consul-General, who, however, was also 
a political agent from his Government. A diffi- 
culty en and the Cabinet of Berlin an- 


agent,“ as it had not been recognized by the 
Congress of Vienna in 1815. Thereupon all the 
Consuls-General of the Great Powers at Bel- 
grade, who were also agents, agreed to drop 
their diplomatic titles to humor the Consular 
representative of Prussia. The consequences 
may be extremely inconvenicnt to themselves; 
for the Servian Government will, in all proba- 
bility, refuse henceforth to treat with them on 

olitical questions and refuse them political in- 
ormation. 

GERMANY. 

But. if reports from Berlin are true, Germany 
is about to lose her right arm; for Bismarck is 
tottering to his fail, and his power is nov even 
ex to last out the year. The Court, the 
aristocracy, the independent press, the Catho- 
lios, are all against and too strong for him. The 
bankers, on the other hand, support him,—thus 
showing how intimately they consider the 
material prosperity of the Empire to be 
bound up with the domination of its iron 
Chancellor. It still remains to be seen 
whether the principle of Federalism will suc- 
ceed in Germany. Thus the Bavarian Bisbops 
have presented to their King a protest against 
the introduction of the civil marriage law into 
Bavaria ; but the Imperial Government is not 
likely to allow King Ludwig much liberty of 
action in the matter. The defeat of the bill in 
the Bavarian Parliament would be a victory for 
the Church over the Empire, and the Empire is 
not in a mood to brook defeats, least of all at 
the hands of the Roman Catholic clergy. Herr 
Von Treitecke, the celebrated German publicist, 
has just put forth a volume, in which ad vo- 
cates the 
MORE COMPLETE UNIFICATION OF THE FATHER- 


LAND, 
and hints that he would not be sorry to see all 
the tributary Kings and Grand Dukes swept 
away. In conjunction with Herr Treiteeke’s 
proposals may be taken the refusal of Emperor 
William to sanction the succession of the Crown 
Prince of Hanover to the Ducal crown of Bruns- 
wick, which will be his, or rather his father’s, 
by right of inheritance on the death of the reign- 
ing Duke. The next heir, by the Salic 
after the family of ex-King Ernest, 
is the Duke of Cambridge; and it is 
believed that the claims of the English Com- 
mander-in-Chief were at one time favorably con- 
sidered at Potsdam. But public opinion will 
probably urge the Emperor-King to annex the 
province to Prussia, Whether such public opin- 
ion will be manufactured or not is another af- 
fair. The ‘reptile fund,” as Prince Bismarck 
terms the secret-service money placed at his dis- 
posal for the corruption of journalists, amounts 
to $750,000, with which a good deal may be done 
in this world.

THE ROMAN CARNIVAL--A COSTUME BALL. 


A letter to the London Times, underdate of 


mencing from the opening of the sixteenth 
century to the days of those who live to us in 
Vandyke’s portraits. A period rich enough in 
materials and iu historie personages to represent

It was soon known that Prince Humbert, the 
Marchese Calabrini, and others, had instructed 
Moneta, here in Rome, to construct them costly 
costumes; that others had sent to Worth, in 
Paris, and that Ascoli, the skilled costumier of 
the Apollo, had been called in consultation by 
members of the Colonna and other princely fam- 
ilies. This presaged the necessity of going to 
some trouble and greater expense. All very 
well, it was said, for the few, but not likely to be 
undertaken by the many. It was foretoid that

LETTERS TO MR. WICKER. 

Buack Huss, D. T., Ovsren Panx, Feb. 2 
Fam Wicker: I told you in Sioux City some 
time ago that I would be in the Black Hills this 
winter, if possible. Well, I have kept my word— 
for further particulats see Sioux City Times. I 
am preparing a letter for publication that I will 
bave a chance to send out in a few days by 
Cheyenne. I will say to you candidly the country 
is all and much better than Custer represented. 
Gold and silver, iron and plumbago abound. I 
bave some as good ore and blossom quartz as | 
bave ever seen. We have sent out some gold to 
exhibit in Sioux City. We traveled about 700 
miles, coming here by the Elkhorn and Mobrara 
route; seventy-eight days on the tmp; had the 
wagon-masier been less afraid of Indians and 
soldiers we could bave come a much sborter 
route, but the country we passed over, with very 
few exceptions, was as fertile and as well wood- 
ed and watered ‘as a farmer cr railway corpora- 
tion could wisn, especially between White River 
and Cheyenne (marked on the map 
“bad lands”), wee a fine a coun- 
ty a 8 man could wish, and from 
the Cheyenne to the foot hills on the stream we 
came up (Bear Creek, I think) the land needs no 
eulogy from me. The world cannot beat it. Of 
the mountains Custer drew but a faint picture. He 
hardly done it justice. My horses were poor when 
I arrived here, the 23d December, now they are 
fat on the excellent mountain grass, and during 
that time we bad two weeks of very cold weather, 
with snow about 6 inches deep on an average. 
But our cattle are looking excellent, and we 
worked them all the time building our fort. The 
latter is 100 feet square. Our cabins are built 
inside of the fort, on three sides of the squaré, 
and a large gate opening into the plaza. Port- 
holes all round. It is about 2 miles below where 
I anticipate locating our town-site. We are 
twenty-two men and one lady and her boy, all 
told ; some have provisions to last till May, but 
the majority havenot. What we want instanter 
are provisions, hydraulic hose-nozzles, picks, 
shovels, Sluice-forks, and a general miner's 
paraphanalia. To get this here, I want you to 
use your influence and do your utmost.
